CITIZENS OF THE TOWN ScHooL District : 

Another year has passed and it becomes our duty to report 
to you the manner in which we have attended to the duties you 
have entrusted in our care, we cheerfully submit the following 
report : 

As a general thing your committee have been fortunate in 
the teachers employed, most of them being fitted for their sey-. 
eral positions, and have worked hard, with interest and fidelity. 

The pupils as a whole have made as good progress as in 
former years. Had the parents aided by seeing that their 
children were regular in their attendance and also by visiting 
the school while in session, we are confident that still greater 
progress would have been made. 

We therefore urge the necessity of parents not listening to 
the gossip of their children, but visit the schools and see for 
themselves, and also take an interest in the work of their 
scholars. In this way you will aid the teacher and help the 
pupils in their work. Do not neglect to encourage your chil- 
dren at home, and see that they are neither absent nor tardy. 

In our opinion the success of our schools does not depend 
wholly upon your committee or the teacher. You have a duty — 
to perform. If you do it, then the money you pay will not be 
a loss to any one, but well invested, for on the rising genera- 
tion depends, in a great measure, the prosperity of our town 
and country. 

If we can merit the reputation of being kind and considerate 
in our treatment of our teachers, this fact alone will greatly aid 
us in procuring and retaining the best talent for our school 
work.

Report of the Board of Education of School 
District No. I, Bethlehem. 


The schools the past year under an efficient corps of teachers, 
have pursued their unobtrusive work undisturbed, happily, by 
any epidemic of sickuess or internal trouble. 

At the last annual school meeting, the feeling was expressed 
unanimously that the highest interests of the school demanded 
as Principal an experienced teacher who could become perma- 
nently connected with the schools by taking up his residence in 
town, and thus becoming familiar with the mind, capacity and 
attainments of each pupil, could follow and direct all progress 
and who, from intelligent acquaintance with details of work, 
could continue and perfect a harmonious and connected course 
of studies. 

Action by the Board upon instruction then received, has re- 
sulted in the selection of Rev. Hiram Q. Ward as Principal of our 
schools; a gentleman of liberal education and cultured mind, of 
successful experience as teacher, who has established his resi- 
deuce with us, and who has already in the short time since the 
beginning of the school year, shown not only marked evidence 
of his capacity for the position, but of the wisdom which marked 
the action of the District and the selection by the Board. 

During last summer, renovation has been made of the ceil- 
ing in the large upper school room, the plastering of which was 
ina state of dilapidation. It has been replaced by a very 
neat wood panelling done under the skillful supervision of 
Arthur W. Nourse, Agent of District. Shingling has also 
been done to the school house roof. 

The annual District meeting will be held at the school house 
Saturday, March 17th, at 2 o’clock P. M., when business re- 
ports as usual will be submitted.

That the best way to dispose of the falsehoods ir circulation 
in regard to the tomb is to print the contract that every man 
in town can read it for himself, which is as follows: 


This agreement made by and between Henry D. Bishop of 
Littleton, County of Grafton and State of New Hampshire, and 
the Town of Bethlehem, County and State aforesaid— 
WIUTNESSETH : 

~The said Bishop agrees to build a tomb in the new cemetery 
in Bethlehem as follows: The size is to be 12 feet by 14 feet 
inside in the clear, the height to be seven feet high in the clear, 
the tomb to be built of stone with iron door. There is to be no 
wood-work about it. Inside is to be built of split granite, with 
good face walls, the last end on the outside is to show good face 
wall, the bottom is to be six inches lower than the door sill, 
to be rubbled and laid smooth with cement. The top is to be 
water tight, built of stone and laid in Portland cement, the top 
to be not less than six inches in thickness of granite. ‘The top 
to be covered with earth, also the sides, not less than eighteen 
inches of earth on any part of it. The whole to be sodded on 
the earth. Inside there is to be put in the walls eighteen sets 
of sockets to be of one and a half inch gas pipe, to be set flush 
with the inside walls, said sockets to set in walls one foot or 
more. ‘The said Bishop is to procure the door, but the Town 
agrees to pay for it. All of the granite work is to be laid in 
Portland cement. The above work is subject to the approval 
of the Selectmen. Said tomb to be finished by November 1, 
1891. The Town agrees to pay the said Bishop on completion 
of the job, the sui of three hundred dollars.
